We really did a job 
on that one.” 


Yes, impact is hard to gage, but

@ Sorry, but FLEET OWNER has 
never published any information on 
this subject. The matter has been dis- 
cussed from time to time before the 
SAE, AGI, the ATA and many smaller 
associations. FLEET OWNER has lis- 
tened to a majority of these discussions 
and has talked to many individuals 
about the subject, and we can only 
conclude that in every case we were 
aware of people comparing two unlike 
things. In other words, unless you 
make a comparison of the same fleet 
operating under the same conditions, 
over the same span of time, the con- 
clusions are of little value. Some fleets 
have been able to farm out their main- 
tenance work successfully because of 
certain conditions under which they 
operate, and they claim, although they 
have no proof for it, that they are sav- 
ing money. Of course, the majority of 
fleets in the U. S. do their own mainte- 
nance. But, since they, too, have not 
had any experience in farming out all 
their maintenance work, they have no 
proof for their claim that it’s cheaper.

’ LABOR TRENDS 


THE PUZZLE of the labor movement—that’s Dave 
Beck’s Teamsters. 

They have a fast-stepping organizing program 
that has pushed them to the top of the union totem 
pole. They’ve brought wages in the trucking industry 
into the upper regions of worker pay scales. And, 
they have achieved this while still able to claim close 
and friendly ties with many employers with whom 
they share a place at the bargaining table. 

The paradox is this: In spite of these significant 
gains, the Teamsters are tabbed as the bad boys of 
organized labor by other unions as well as man- 
agement. 

Does envy or ethics spark the attacks on them by 
other unions? Are the leaders of other unions justi- 
fied when they charge the Teamsters with violating 
the canons of the labor movement? 

And the employers—why are they displaying in- 
creasing resistance to the organizing advances of 
Beck’s union? Is it because the Teamsters use illegal 
tactics, or is it just an attempt to counter their ag- 
gressiveness ? 

To find the answers, you must first break down 
the charges—and the Teamsters replies. 


The case against the Teamsters .. . 


.. . has been made by both labor and management. 
Other unions make three important charges: 

First, the Teamsters do not respect the territory 
of other unions in their path. They'll organize in 
almost anybody’s jurisdiction. 

Second, other unions can’t trust the Teamsters as 
part of the labor movement. They should be kept out 
of the new organizing program of the AFL-CIO 
because they can’t be trusted. 

And third, the Teamsters have no regard for the 
reputation of the labor movement, continuing their 
associations with convicted racketeers. This hurts all 
of labor, and other unions suffer. 

Management accuses the union of organizing em- 
ployees who would rather stay out of the Teamsters. 
Management says the Teamsters force these em- 
ployees into their union through pressure exerted 
on the employer by organized drivers who refuse 
to make deliveries to non-union plants. Resistance 
to these tactics is growing among employers. At one 
time, as many as half a dozen suits against the 


Teamsters were on file, all designed to put an end 
to such practices. 

Other unions and management are worried about 
this: Whatever the Teamsters get away with today, 
other unions must try tomorrow, if only to keep 
their members out of the Teamsters. 


The case for the Teamsters... 


. .. is laid down by their most controversial official, 
“Jimmy” Hoffa, who has inspired more criticism 
for his working devices and associations than any 
other member of the union. 

The Teamsters most successful organizer, Hoffa 
recently spoke to a businessmen’s meeting. Charge- 
by-charge, Hoffa answers: 

e Complaints of jurisdictional invasion—“The 
Teamsters, made up of 1.3 million people, find that 
trucks alone would cover less than half a million 
people. We have to take in everything that rolls, 
moves, or becomes close to or directly connected 
with trucking.” 

e Teamster attitudes toward other unions—‘“Every- 
one fears the Teamster, and he fears him for one 
reason: Because there is never a successful strike 
vote, without some union being forced to come and 
see the Teamster business agent to help them win the 
strike; and therefore, they resent us. 

e Association with racketeers—“We have no room 
for dishonest people.” But, when it comes to dealing 
with the notorious International Longshoremen’s As- 
sociation on the New York docks, Hoffa says “We 
need their aid in our southern organizing drive. This 
is a practical matter.” 

e Teamster organizing tactics are hurting employers 
—“I have no apologies to make to any businessmen 
for this. We would be greatly derelict if we failed to 
obtain the strongest possible contract for our peo- 
ple. But we are not in the business of hampering the 
employer in the operation of his company. I believe 
the welfare of our people is tied up with the welfare 
of their company. 

“We intend to organize non-union workers as 
vigorously as possible. We want protection for wages 
and conditions from sub-scale, non-union opera- 
tions. And we want to protect employers with whom 
we have contracts from the employer who can oper- 
ate more cheaply because he has lower labor costs.”

In Jan- 
uary, 1953, the truckers filed suit, charging the railroads and 
their public relations people with conspiring to destroy the 
business of interstate truckers in the northeastern states. 
Damages asked: $120-million. 


The railroad counter-attacked, called the charges "fantastic- 
ally absured,"* promptly filed counter-suits making similar al- 
legations. Damages asked: $250-million. Last March, despite 
trucker's protests, Judge Clary ruled the cases should be heard 
together.

WHAT IS BRAINSTORMING?

HOW DID IT START? 


“WHATS BRAINSTORMING?” you 
ask. It’s group-thinking—a sort of 
freewheeling that brushes the cob- 
webs out of the brains. Or you 
might call it a way of shifting your 
idea-getting machine into over- 
drive. 

Is it new? Not really. Creative 
thinking or brainstorming has 
been going on since the first man 
said, “I’ve got an idea.” What's 
new is the belief that creative 
thinking can be taught . . . that 
anybody can have an idea. 

Most experts give credit to Alex 
Osborn as the modern father of 
brainstorming, because he has put 
the principles and techniques into 
words. His textbook, “Applied Im- 
agination,” is already in use in 
classrooms of 300 colleges and 


universities. Every day, executives 
who learned the techniques from 
Osborn or his teachers are putting 
brainstorming principles to prac- 
trical use. 

Osborn’s technique is based on 
the fact that anybody can have an 
idea. What kills ideas is negative 
thinking. Like the man who says: 
“I tried that in 1922. It didn’t 
work then and it won’t work now.” 
Or, “For Pete’s sake, Jones, why 
don’t you spend your time work- 
ing instead of trying to be an Edi- 
son?” 

Remove these idea-killing blocks, 
says Osborn, and you open the 
floodgates of creative imagination. 
One idea leads to another and you 
soon find the solution you're after 
—with plenty of ideas left over. 


Technique is not important. It's the results you're after

Here’s how brainstorming works: 

A group gets together to tackle 
a problem. (For best results, the 
group should be less than 15.) Be- 
fore starts, everyone 
agrees that all thinking must be 
positive . . . nobody will throw 
cold water on any idea, no matter 
how crazy it sounds. 

Next, the problem is written on 
the blackboard so can 
see it during the session. The prob- 
lem is clearly defined so that each 
brainstormer understands it. 

Some experts brainstorm for 30 
minutes or more. Others feel that 
three-minute best. 
Whatever the period—each idea 
goes on the blackboard, so every-

periods are 


one in the room can see all the 
suggestions at once. This serves a 
double purpose: everyone has the 
same information as the meeting 
progresses; and each idea usually 
stimulates other ideas. 

At the end of the session one of 
two techniques is used: The ideas 
are evaluated on the spot. Or 
(more experts prefer this one) the 
ideas are typed up and circulated 
to the participants, and evaluation 
is delayed for several days. The 
second method gives each member 
time to come up with more ideas 
which he can add to the list. Final- 
ly, the solution is decided upon 

. either by the group or by the 
executive in charge.

How One Shop Supervisor Works 
With His Men to Get New Ideas 


Is BRAINSTORMING just a fancy-pants theory, a 
waste of time and talk? Or can you really use it 
to generate practical ideas? 

Make no mistake. You can use brainstorming. 
And you don’t have to be a hot-shot discussion 
leader to make it work. 

Want proof? Talk to Andrew R. Barr, supervisor 
of Esso Standard Oil Company’s New York Di- 
vision repair shop. When Barr runs into a shop 
problem, he gets his mechanics together and tosses 
it in their laps. Is that brainstorming? Sure—al- 
though Barr refers to his informal gatherings as 
creative-thinking sessions. 

Results? Take a look at the improvements on 
the opposite page. They're a pretty fair sampling. 


And, Barr points out, there are other benefits too. 
You'll have a better shop and happier people, he 
says, if you create a climate in which they feel free 
to present ideas. What’s more, the meetings help 
him spot men for advancement. 

Barr’s creative-thinking sessions are tailored to 
his shop situation. They’re short—15 to 30 minutes. 
And they’re usually held on the spur of the moment 
during coffee breaks. Attendance is voluntary— 
from six to ten men. 

Barr offers a few tips if you’re planning to do 
the same thing. Limit each session to one problem, 
he says. Use a blackboard—it helps to visualize 
ideas. Don’t take a lot of notes; some men tend to 
clam up when they see you writing. 
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These practical shop improvements came from brainstorming ...

You're looking at an unloading valve on one of Esso Stand- 
ard’s tank trucks. As you can see, the valve is up under 
the truck’s apron. A hard-to-reach position? Right. So. 
formerly when a wrench was applied to the valve’s opening 
handle, the end of the wrench hit the apron (left photo). 
What to do? A mechanic came up with the first solution. 
He suggested bending the wrench so it would clear the 
apron (center photo), Looks like a good idea, doesn’t it. 
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But another mechanic still wasn’t satisfied. He put forth 
a second—and better-solution: Turn the valve so the open- 
ing handle is on the bottom instead of on the top (right 
photo). Now even a standard straight wrench clears the 
apron, and you get more leverage, to boot. An obvious 
improvement? Maybe. But it’s the kind that’s often over- 
looked until people start kicking ideas around. Chances are, 
you could do the same in your shop. 


... Switch in fasteners 
cuts job time by 94% 


It used to take eight hours to change 
the 38 dust filters in a paint booth. 
Now the whole job is done in about 30 
minutes. Previously, filters were se- 
cured by metal strips and 174 screws 
(left photo). Removing the screws and 
then running them down was a tedious 
and tiring task. Now each filter is held 
in place by a pair of 30-cent snap-locks 

same as those used on aluminum 


screens and storm windows. 


...degreaser on wheels 


licks a space problem 


No space in your shop for a degreasing 
room? Try a mobile degreasing tank 
like the one at left, and take the tank 
to the degreasing job instead of the 
job to the tank, One man can push this 
tank, which is mounted on four 4in. 
casters. Shopbuilt of sheet steel and 
angle-iron, it’s big enough (50 in. long 
and 37 in. wide) to hold a large en- 
gine block. But it’s not complete, Esso 
Standard’s brainstormers still have to 
figure out how to circulate the degreas- 
ing solution in the tank. That's what 


they're doing here. 





WITH HAND TOOLS, tire replacements took from 30 to 


145 minutes, and sometimes two men were needed.

Here’s a story that shows what power tools mean 
to Armstrong Trucking. Shop Foreman Art Span- 
arkel does the talking: 

“Last week a driver called in to report a flat. 
He was 45 miles from the shop and it was late 
afternoon. What’s more, the pay load was bonded— 
which meant overnight storage in a bonded ware- 
house unless we could deliver that day. We sent out 
our service truck, and with an air wrench the re- 
placement (an inside rear job) took 20 minutes. 
The driver took off and he made his delivery 
on time.” 

With hand tools, says Spanarkel, a mechanic 
spent 30 to 45 minutes on ‘each tire replacement. 
Now 15 minutes is average. On a fleet of 100 vehi- 
cles there are about 15 tire changes a month—so 
the savings really mount up. 

Spring replacements are another example of how 
power wrenches pay for themselves in this shop. 
They’re much less frequent than tire jobs, of course, 
but they're real back breakers. Removing and re- 
placing U-bolt nuts used to take an hour. Now it 
takes only 10 minutes.

DO YoU HAVE TROUBLE keeping shop costs down? 
You may be missing a real bet if your shop men 
aren’t doing as much work as they can with powered 
hand tools. 

For example, it’s estimated that better than 50 per 
cent of all the service time in the average fleet 
maintenance shop is spent running and removing 
nuts and bolts. 

And according to the returns of FLEET OWNER 
Survey No. 228, (Impact Wrenches) 98% of the 
fleets now using these tools feel that they do speed 
up mechanical work. 

Besides saving time, which in turn cuts shop 
costs, powered hand tools offer the fleet operator 
these three advantages: 
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REPLACING A BODY PANEL is a tricky job. Powered 


cutter does it three times faster than hand tool. 


"Replacing corroded panels is a snap 
when you use a power cutter" 


“Keeping older bodies in top shape used to be one 
of our big headaches,” says Al Botway, fleet super- 
visor of a big laundry fleet. “Lower side-panel cor- 
rosion was the No. 1 problem. Replacing this 
panel meant a great deal of metal cutting with 
hand shears,—and it was some job, believe me. 
With a power cutter, it takes one third the time and 
it’s a much neater job.” 

Neatness is always important in this kind of 
work. The new panel must be cut to the proper 
contour out of 22-gage cold rolled steel. If the cut 
between the old upper and the new lower panel 
is not clean, the finished job is going to look slip- 
shod. With hand shears it was a time-consuming 
operation—and what’s more important to Botway, 
it was fatiguing. 

Says Botway, “Of course we like the time-savings 
we get from power tools, but when I buy equipment 
I think mostly about the savings in physical effort. 
In the long run this really pays off because we get 
better work from our men. We've also found that 
if you cut down on the back-breaking jobs, you're 
apt to have less turnover in personnel.”

Wouldn't Be Without Them 


1. Downtime is reduced— Obviously, the less time 
it takes a mechanic to repair a vehicle, the less time 
that vehicle will spend in the shop. There’s another 
consideration closely related to this—power tools 
are a big help in an emergency when you need to 
get a badly needed vehicle back in service. 


2. Jobs require less effort—Many fleet men feel 
that these tools would pay for themselves even if 
they didn’t do the job faster. How? Because of the 
physical effort they save. Shop men are less tired, 
give you a better day’s work. 


3. “Hard-to-reach” jobs are easier to handle— 
There are many times when a mechanic has to run 
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a heavy nut and he finds the handle of his standard 
wrench isn’t long enough to give him the leverage 
he needs. The bolt may be in an awkwark spot so 
he can’t add a length of pipe to the handle. With a 
power tool, a job of this kind is a cinch. 

Sure, you say, power tools are fine—but can you 
afford them? Granted the initial cost seems high- 
but you might better ask, can you afford to be with- 
out them. Each of the shops covered in this report 
said payoff time on these tools was no longer than 
six months. And the cost of maintenance is not 
worth worrying about. FLEET OWNER survey returns 
show that average time spent on power tool main- 
tenance is 8 hours per year per tool.

“We figure it this way,” says Everett Hatton, fleet 
supervisor at Dameo Transport Co. “When we do 
a valve job on a large tractor there are two radiator 
bracket nuts, 6 valve cover nuts, 12 rocker arm 
assemblies, and 28 head bolts that have to be re- 
moved and replaced. With an air wrench, a me- 
chanic can do this removing and replacing job in 
144 hours. With hand tools, it took three hours. 
That’s 14% hours saved on each job. The shop 
handles about three valve jobs a month—this means 
a total savings of 444 hours each month.” 

Dameo has five speed wrenches: one is ' in.; 
three are medium size *4 in.; one is a large 1 in. 
job. All are pneumatic, so the shop has an extra 
compressor to handle the need for more air.

Body work is just one of the many jobs in which 
powered hand tools pay off for Yale Transport. 
This shop has two air wrenches—one large and 
one small—and an air hammer. 

Says Henry Mondschein, fleet supervisor: “We've 
been using these tools for years. The wrenches 
are used for so much general work around the shop 
that it’s hard to pinpoint the savings. But take our 
air hammer—it’s a more specialized tool, used 
mostly for body work . . . straightening structural 
members, ironing out big dents. We still do our 
smoothing and finishing by hand, but that air 
hammer saves us at least twelve hours a month 
just on heavy body repairs.” 

Here’s how Mondschein figures the 12 hours a 
month. When the work was done entirely by hand, 
it took four hours per job. The air hammer has 
cut this time to two hours, and the Yale shop uses 
this tool about six times a month.

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RELINING BRAKES is now a one-hour job at the Con 
Weimar shop. With hand tools, it was a three-hour job. 


REPLACING DRUMS used to take 45 minutes with hand 


tools. Now, with powered tool, the job takes only 10 minutes. 


CHANGING DIAPHRAGMS takes one half hour with the 


power-wrench—just half the time required with hand tools. 
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“In our shop, the speed wrench is a 
‘must’ for brake work" 


Labor savings on brake work come to more than 
five hours a month, says Bill Peterson, partner and 
fleet supervisor at Con Weimar. He explains it 
this way: 

“First, we remove 8 cap screws from each wheel. 
In our fleet blocks are bolted to the shoes, so when 
we do a relining job on a single-axle trailer there 
are 96 nuts and bolts to be removed and replaced. 
By hand, it took at least three hours and now takes 
one hour. We average two of these jobs per month, 
so right there we have a savings of four hours. 

“When we change a brake drum, we can now 
remove and replace the nuts in 10 minutes. This 
used to take 45 minutes. And we averaged about 
6 drum replacements a year. 

“Brake diaphragms have 8 to 10 nuts each. With a 
power tool we can remove and replace them in 
a half hour. It used to take twice that time. Since we 
do at least two of these jobs per month there’s 
another hour we save.”

It’s not too late for you to make your plans to 
turn National Transportation Week, October 22 to 
27, into a big asset for your company. 

If you’ve been working on the suggestions in the 
kit distributed through your state ATA organiza- 
tion, you’re that much ahead of the game. 

But if you haven’t obtained one of these kits, here 
are six Ways you can turn this nationwide tribute 
to all forms of transportation into a local public 


relations asset. 


Contact the Press « Now is the time to arrange 
for press coverage of your facilities. Give news- 
papers time to get their stories ready so they can 
have something for the week end of October 21. 

Take photos of your new equipment or any un- 
usual cargo. Use them to provide editors with ma- 
terial for picture layouts. 

Drivers with exceptional safety records also 
make good material for a story. Have photos made 
of them, too. 

Radio people may want to tape-record an inter- 
view with you or other interesting people in your 
outfit. Make the arrangements now. 

Contact your local television station, too. Pro- 
gram men will be glad to talk over suggestions for 
what’s needed to make a good show on TV. 

If you have a company publication, build an 
issue around Transportation Week. It can show 
how trucking is essential to our country’s way of 
life. Run off extra copies to send to business and 
civic leaders, schools and clubs. 


Open the Doors « During Transportation Week, 
invite people in to see what makes your trucking 
operation tick. But first you must prepare. 

Announce the open house in local newspapers 
and on the radio stations. 

Brief executives at all terminals and have se- 
lected personnel available to conduct tours in a 
smooth manner. Have a few rehearsals. 

Arrange special tours for women’s groups, Boy 
Scouts and Girl Scouts. 

Demonstrate materials handling equipment, radio 
equipment, teletype, and business machines. 


Visit the Schools ¢ Arrange for local truck asso- 
ciation members to speak at school assemblies. 

Tell high school seniors about the career possi- 
bilities in trucking. A prepared speech on this 
subject is available from the Regular Common 
Carrier Conference of the ATA. It’s designed for 


use with a booklet, “Your Future in Transporta- 
tion,” sold by the conference at 30 cents a copy. 
You can distribute this booklet along with informa- 
tion from the ATA on industry scholarship pro- 
grams and schools offering motor transport courses. 

Let champion truck drivers make speeches to 
students in driver training classes. This is one of 
the most effective ways to make young people 
safety-conscious. 

Set up visits of classes to your open house ex- 
hibit. Have a Transportation Week poster contest. 
For the younger children, plan a coloring contest. 
Here’s how: Put an ad containing outline pictures 
of trucks in your local paper. When the kids come 
through on the open house, you give them copies 
to color. Get teachers to help you judge the entries 
and pick the prizes. 


Remind Shoppers « Find a spot in the shopping 
district where you can set up a display built around 
a trucking theme—like the get-ups used by stores 
at Christmas. Instead of Christmas trees, work with 
shipping crates. Decorate them with placards read- 
ing, “Everything You Eat, Wear or Use Comes by 
Truck,” or “If You’ve Got It a Truck Brought It.” 

Arrange for displays in department store win- 
dows, bank lobbies and theater lobbies. Commercial 
artists in your city can give specific suggestions on 
how to arrange the display. For example, make 
large photo blow-ups of your equipment or of 
scenes along your routes. From ATA, you can 
obtain a 3-ft. square, 3-dimensional model of a 
small city showing the role played by trucks. Kits 
cost two dollars. 


Put on a Show e Use a parking lot as grounds 
for a display of all types of trucking equipment. 
Let some of your drivers or mechanics be on hand 
to answer questions. Add movement by having con- 
tinuous exhibitions of skillful driving similar to a 
truck roadeo. 

Include a section on safety in the show. Display 
first-aid equipment and safety equipment carried 
by the average truck. Invite the public to try out 
the various devices that test driver reactions. 


Make speeches « Get together with other trucking 
companies in your community and set up a speakers 
bureau to arrange for talks before local groups such 
as the Rotary, Lions, Kiwanis, Moose, Elks, Masonic 
Lodges, professional and regional women’s clubs, 
alumni groups.

How 12 Users Rate Semi-Automatic 


Considering semi-automatics on the next trucks you 
buy? Then you'll want to know if they're as good as 
they're cracked up to be. One way to find out: Ask the 
men who own some. We asked. These are the answers. 


How DO SEMI-AUTOMATIC TRANSMISSIONS stack up 
against the types of manual transmissions usually 
used on heavy-duty trucks? 

To throw some light on that general question, 
FLEET OWNER put five specific ones to a dozen 
users of semi-automatics. Their answers—briefed 
in the table above—favor semi-automatics on all 
five points, but the margin of favor varies from 
point to point. For example: 

Ten fleets say semi-automatic transmissions boost 
average road speed; two say they don’t. 

Seven say they stretch fuel mileage; four say 
they don’t. 

Ten fleets state flatly that drivers like semi-auto- 
matics; two qualify their answer—say “some” 
like them. 

Eight fleets say semi-automatic transmissions 
reduce engine maintenance; three say they don’t. 


Five fleets say semi-automatics cost less to main- 
tain; three say they cost more. 

Are the five questions a fair evaluation? Yes. No 
random choices, they were picked with care by 
FLEET OWNER’S editors, who asked a representative 
cross section of truckers: “In your experience, what 
are the most important factors to consider when 
evaluating a transmission?” 

Fine, you may say, but just what are we comparing 
semi-automatics with? The 12 users compared their 
semi-automatic transmissions (single-stick, pre- 
selection type) with either of two kinds of manual 
transmissions—a four-speed transmission with a 
three-speed auxiliary and two shift levers, or a five- 
speed transmission with a two-speed axle. 


Average road speed gets top consideration when

semi-automatics. The big argument for semi-auto- 
matics: They shorten travel time by reducing the 
amount of shifting and letting the driver hold his 
speed at a more even pace; they’re particularly 
valuable in traffic and on hilly highways. 

A valid argument? One western trucker, queried 
by FLEET OWNER, thinks so. He says semi-auto- 
matic transmissions have made it possible to cut his 
top speed from 55 mph to 45 mph and yet make 
trips in the same time. 

An eastern common carrier, whose hauls are 
relatively short and over heavily traveled roads, 
put the argument to a test. On four runs, he pitted 
semi-automatic transmissions against five-speed 
manual transmissions with two-speed axles. 

He used identical tractors except for the trans- 
missions and axles. Engine displacement on each 
was 450 cu. in. The tractors with semi-automatic 
transmissions had 5.57 rear-axle ratios. Gross 
vehicle weights were closely matched on each run, 
and ranged on the whole test from 46,000 lb to 
53,500 lb. Here are the results: 

On a 97-mile run (Baltimore-Philadelphia), the 
semi-automatic transmission saved 15 minutes. 
Driver stopped for 43 traffic lights, shifted gears 
305 times. Driver using manual transmission 
stopped for 47 lights, shifted 345 times. 
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On a 50-mile run (Baltimore-York, Pa.), the 
semi-automatic transmission clipped off 18 minutes. 
Driver shifted 186 times. Driver using manual 
transmission shifted 210 times. 

On a 160-mile run (Lancaster, Pa.-Jersey City), 
the semi-automatic transmission saved 20 minutes. 
Driver stopped for 74 lights, shifted 420 times. 
Driver using manual transmission stopped for 80 
lights, shifted 486 times.. 

On a 102-mile run (Baltimore-Blue Mountain 
Pa.), the semi-automatic transmission lopped off 16 
minutes. Driver shifted 352 times. Driver using 
manual transmission shifted 371 times. 


Fuel consumption is a factor that’s second only to 
average speed when truckers evaluate transmissions. 
Here, too, figures favor semi-automatics. They’re 
credited with upping fuel mileage by 20% for one 
fleet, by 18% for another. 

The eastern carrier who tested travel time tested 
fuel mileage, too. For three months, he measured 
mpg on Baltimore-New York hauls involving plenty 
of local deliveries. Results? A 4% edge for semi- 
automatics. 

He also ran nine miles-per-gallon tests with the 
same tractors used on the travel-time tests and 
under similar operating conditions. The over-all 
score: 4.03 mpg for trucks with manual transmis- 
sions, 4.40 mpg for those with semi-automatic 
transmissions. 


Maintenance costs, too, rate a long, hard look 
if you’re weighing manual transmissions against 
semi-automatics. 

You’re bound to reduce engine wear with 
semi-automatic transmissions, say the men who 
make them. There’s less lugging, they point out— 
less shifting, less slowing down and speeding up. 
All of which means less maintenance. How much 
less? One-third, says one trucker interviewed by 
FLEET OWNER; 35%, says another; 30%, says a 
third. Those figures may sound high to you, but 
they’re food for thought if you’re looking at trans- 
missions from the maintenance angle. 

What about maintenance of the transmissions 
themselves? 

Figures are hard to come by on this count. But 
one trucker says manual transmissions cost almost 
twice as much to maintain. His costs for four-speed 
manual transmissions with three-speed auxiliaries: 
.002369 cents per mile for 7-million miles of opera- 
tion. His costs for 10-speed semi-automatic trans- 
missions: .001312 cents per mile for 111-million 
miles of operation. 


Like other equipment, semi-automatic 
transmissions don't pay off unless they're 
used right. For a “how-to” on operation, 
turn the page.

How Semi-Automatic 
Transmissions Work 


[HE MOST NOTICEABLE feature of

Why drivers like 


Nobody has to tell you this: The 
less change in a truck’s speed when 
gears are shifted, the better. When 
to shift? That’s up to the driver— 
hinges on his skill and the tachom- 
eter reading. How to shift? Also 
up to the driver, but the trans- 
mission engineer can help too— 
by making shifting as easy as pos- 
sible. This is where single-stick, 
semi-automatic transmissions give 
drivers a hand by eliminating the 
gear splitting that goes with two- 
stick shifting. 


Shifting patterns and the number 
of speeds in semi-automatic trans- 
missions vary, of course. So the 
first thing for the driver to do 
as wit any transmission—is to 
memcrize the pattern. Let’s take a 
ten-speed transmission as an ex- 
ample. 

With shift lever in neutral, start 
the engine. Wait for air system to 
reach normal line pressure. If se- 
lector handle on the gear shift 
lever is down (in the low-range 
position), leave it there. Otherwise 
push handle down to low-range 
position. 


twice—first with the auxiliary in 
low gear, second with the auxiliary 
in high. The shift-lever position 
for sixth speed is the same as for 
first, for seventh speed the same 
as for second, and so on. 

The auxiliary is shifted auto- 
matically by air. You pre-select the 
operating range (low or high) by 
lowering or raising a selector han- 
dle on the shift lever. 


them... 


With few exceptions, drivers like 
semi-automatics, according to the 
fleet men questioned by FLEET 
OWNER (previous page). Their rea- 
sons? They boil down to this: 
Semi-automatic transmissions make 
driving easier. They reduce fatigue 
because there’s less shifting and no 
two-hand shifting. They speed up 
hill and over-all trip time. 

Most fleet operators agree on 
this too: It takes less skill to use 
a single-stick transmission than a 
two-stick job. 


Here’s how to shift up: With the 
auxiliary section in low range, 
shift through all five speeds as the 
truck picks up speed. When you're 
in the fifth gear and ready to go 
into the sixth, pull the selector han- 
dle up to the high-range position. 
Now shift from fifth to sixth (as 
the shift lever goes through neu- 
tral, the auxiliary section shifts 
from low to high range). Then 
shift up progressively through the 
four remaining speeds. 


Here’s how to shift down: With the 


auxiliary section in high range, 


shift back through each of the 
gears from tenth to sixth. When in 
sixth and ready to go to fifth, push 
the selector handle down to the 
low-range position, and shift from 
sixth to fifth (as the lever passes 
through neutral, the auxiliary sec- 
tion shifts from high to low 
range). Then shift on down 
through the four remaining lower 


speeds. 


Remember this: The shift through 
neutral is important only on the 
first gear change after you move 
the selector handle. Subsequent 
shifts through neutral won’t acti- 
vate the range shift until the selec- 
tor handle is moved again. 


Want to skip-shift—say, from 
fourth (low range) to sixth (high 
range), or from seventh (high) to 
fifth (low)? You can—after 
you've become pretty familiar with 
the transmission. Then make sure 
you skip gears like this: When go- 
ing up, pull up the selector handle 
before you make the shift which 
passes the fifth speed. When going 
down, push down the selector han- 
dle before passing the sixth speed. 


When slowing down for “stop” or 
“slow” signs, shift down through 
individual short steps. That way, 
engine compression slows the ve- 
hicle, and you save your brakes. 
When slowing down, you can also 
coast in high range with the clutch 
disengaged. But don’t shift to low 
range until you have to accelerate. 


A couple of “don'ts”: First, don’t 
shift from high to low range at 
high speed. Shift down only at a 
road speed equal to that provided 
by fifth or a lower gear at gov- 
erned engine speed. Second, don’t 
change the range—go from high to 
low range or low to high—when 
the vehicle is moving in reverse. 


What about maintenance 
of your semi-automatic 
transmissions? For some 
vital facts, read the next 
four pages. 
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1. REMOVE AIR REGULATOR VALVE and air filter as 


a unit. To do this, disconnect air hose at valve’s output port 


2. SEPARATE AIR FILTER from regulator valve. First, 
remove capscrews attaching filter to bracket (left photo). 
Then back off hexagonal nut attaching valve to bracket 


(left photo), and take out capserews that attach valve’s 
bracket to transmission case (right photo).

How to Tear Down the Air System 
On Semi-Automatic Transmissions 


WHY JUST THE AIR SYSTEM? Because, so far as 
maintenance is concerned, that’s where you run into 
the only big difference between semi-automatic 
transmissions. So it’s the air system that your me- 
chanics have to study if you’re using semi-automatic 
transmissions now, or if you expect to have them on 
the next trucks you buy. 

Pictures on this and the next two pages show how 
to disassemble the air system. Look them over, and 
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you'll see that no special tools are needed. 

Briefly, disassembly is in six major steps: (1) 
Remove the air-regulator valve and air filter or 
strainer. (2) Separate the valve from the filter or 
strainer. (3) Remove the control-cable assembly. 
(4) Remove the air valve. (5) Dismantle the air 
valve. (6) Remove the air cylinder.

Here’s How to Trouble-Shoot 
When the Air System Acts Up 


SYMPTOMS 
e Auxiliary section doesn’t shift: Check A, D 


e Auxiliary section shifts intermittently or slug- 
gishly: Check A, B, C, D, E, F 


e Air pressure drops when compressor is not 


operating: Check B, C, D, F 


e Shift is fast and gears clash when going from 
one range to another: Check F 


CAUSES 


A. Bind in air cylinder or connecting linkage. 
With auxiliary section in high range, relieve air 
pressure. Disconnect air cylinder’s piston rod from 
shift lever. Move piston slowly through two com- 
plete strokes. If it drags or binds, find cause by dis- 
mantling cylinder. When reconnecting piston to 
lever, check linkage for bind. 


B. Leak in air lines. With air pressure at normal, 
look for leaks by coating all ‘lines and connections 
with soapy water.

lector handle. Each movement should produce short, 
fast blast of air at breather valve. If exhaust is not 
as described, replace “O” rings on air-valve plunger. 

With shift lever in neutral and selector handle in 
low range, check breather valve for leak past one 
of two outside “O” rings. Move selector handle to 
high range, and check for leak past other outside 
“O” ring. 

With engine dead, air pressure normal and shift 
lever in gear, raise (or lower) selector handle. This 
move should produce short, fast blast of air at 
breather valve. After initial exhaust, check breather 
valve to see if air continues to escape past inside “O” 
ring. Move shift to neutral to let air valve complete 
its cycle. Then shift back into gear, and repeat check 
—moving selector handle to opposite position. 


E. Block in air system. With air pressure at nor- 
mal, shift into neutral. At air cylinder, disconnect 
hose that’s not under pressure. Raise (or lower) 
selector handle. This should produce loud, continu- 
ous air blast from disconnected hose. Check other 
hose by disconnecting it and moving selector handle 
to opposite position. 


F. Defective air-regulator valve. Install “T” 
fitting in output port of air-regulator valve. Connect 
one branch of “T” to air valve, other branch to air- 
pressure gage. At normal line pressure, gage should 
read a steady 45 to 50 psi. 

Raise and lower selector handle. With each range 
change, gage should show drop of no more than 10 
psi. As each range shift is completed, gage should 
return quickly to original reading. 

Leave air system at normal line pressure for 30 
minutes. Then re-check gage. This time pressure 
reading should be no more than 50 psi.

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REPORT FROM moscow: | Found Real Opportunities 


That’s what Shelton Fisher, publisher of Fleet Owner, says 


Why Fisher went to Russia: 


FLEET OWNER Publisher Shelton Fisher is 
also publisher of McGraw-Hill’s POWER 
magazine. Main aim of his recent mission 
to Moscow was to give POWER’s readers a 
first-hand appraisal of the Soviet develop- 
ment of power-generating stations. 

But he also got what he terms “a good 
glimpse of the face of Russia after 40 years 
of Communism.” That's what this report is 
about. It brings you a U.S. businessman’s 
impressions of the USSR today. It should 
interest every American, be he power expert, 


truck owner, or just plain Joe Smith. 


What he did there, what he saw: 


Fisher’s two-week Russian visit was unusual 
and packed with activity. Unusual because 
he had two long interviews with former Pre- 
mier Georgi M. Malenkov, now minister of 
power stations, and he was the first American 
ever to inspect three power plants. Packed 
with activity because he traveled 1200 miles 
by car, took 500 photographs (see page 76) 
and never missed a chance to exchange 


ideas with every Russian he met. 


RETURNED FROM RussiA late this summer con- 
] vinced of one thing: We'll gain more than we 

can ever lose by making contact—exchanging 
ideas with the Russians. 

Let me say at the start that this “report from Mos- 
cow” is off the cuff. I don’t feel a two-week visit or 
traveling 1200 miles in a car makes a man a Russian 
expert. However, you may find interesting the im- 
pressions one American received of the Soviet 
Union. And you may want to know why I feel that 
the more we rub shoulders with the Russians, the 
more America will rub off on them . . . and not vice 
versa. 

Here’s one side of the picture: While I was there 
I received constant pressure on three things from 
the Soviets. They want (1) more cultural and tech- 
nical exchanges with us, (2) more access to western 
goods and materials, and (3) more American tech- 
nical magazines circulating in Russia. But there’s 
another side of it, too. 


If we can get the Russian people to want the 
consumer goods that brighten our lives, the 
Soviets will soon feel the pressure to cut down 
on production of weapons and heavy indus- 
trial goods. Many incidents led me to this con- 
clusion. 

In Moscow, the hotel chamber maid was mysti- 
fied by my traveling clock—the kind that folds up 
like a roll-top desk. When I pulled down the cover 
and she realized what it was, her face lit up. She had 
never seen anything like it. 

But how are these people ever going to want 
things like that if they don’t know they exist? Here’s 
another incident. Maybe it’s trivial but it shows that 
even Russians aren’t immune to good, old-fashioned 
American sales techniques. 

I had taught one of my companions to chew gum. 
He liked it. One morning, we were riding with an 
important Power Ministry official and I broke out 
the chewing gum. First I offered it to this official. 
“No,” he said. “I have tried your chewing gum and 
I didn’t like it.” So I offered some to the others who 
had already committed themselves, and they ac- 
cepted. 

The next time I took out the gum, I sort of waved 


it past the top fellow, the way you offer cigarettes to 
someone you know doesn’t smoke. His hand stopped 
my arm. “One moment,” he said. “I will try your

gum.” And he did. This was just the beginning. 

That afternoon, he turned and said to me, “My 
throat is dry. Have you more gum?” And when we 
parted a few hours later, he asked, “Mr. Fisher, 
when you come to the Power Ministry tomorrow, 
would it be possible for you to bring some packages 
of this gum for the girls in my office?” 

Well, there’s my point. The four steps, all in one 
day. First, good, cold, Communist rejection of the 
trappings of capitalism. Second—response to a sales 
pitch, even a very bad one. Third—a re-order. Last 

setting up a distributorship. We have a lot of op- 
portunities like that, in more serious terms, in Russia. 

Much has been written about the drabness of Rus- 
sia, of its prison-like buildings and the shabby cloth- 
ing worn. Many travelers have described its para- 
doxes, a nation possessing history’s most technical— 
and most terrible—weapon still using the ox cart 
for much of its transportation. Of course, I found 
these things to be true. But I saw other things I con- 
sider equally important. 


It should be part of my record that I, at least, 
was allowed very free speech in the Soviet 
Union. Furthermore, no one asked to see any of 
the notes I was constantly taking. In Moscow I 
roamed freely—and, as far as I could tell, entirely 
unobserved. (Outside of Moscow I was accom- 
panied.) I wrote countless letters and postcards— 
all got through with no delay or hindrance. No one 
questioned me about my camera. No one examined 
my luggage, going or coming. 

Yet when I touched Western soil again I felt an 
immediate difference. I think the reason is this: So 
long as power is absolute in the USSR, which it 
still is, there can be no real feeling of freedom. | 
said this in Moscow and I say it now, knowing the 
Russians may read it. I think it needs to be said— 
because I believe that, regardless of long-range mo- 
tives, the Russians are sincere in their desire for 
more amicable exchange with the United States, and 
they should understand the obstacles. 


Some of the people I met amazed me with 
their knowledge of the USA. Russians talked to 
me about education in the United States and the 
USSR, the Soviet press, the New York Thruway, 
two-toned American cars, Cinerama, juvenile delin- 
quency, Soviet jamming of radio broadcasts. 


OCTOBER 1956 


In at least one case my young interpreter, Gleb 
Kosov, proved to be better informed than | was. 
Talking about sports, he asked me if. basketball 
teams such as the Phillips Oilers were eligible for 
the Olympics. I said no. He said, “Are you sure?” 
And I replied, “Pretty sure.” Well when I got home 
I checked and found I was wrong. So I wrote and 
told Gleb he was right. 

I found some of the people friendly, some hostile. 
At one of the power stations I visited, some distance 
from Moscow, about 200 people gathered to see and 
wave at “the American.” But the atmosphere in Mos- 
cow was not always so friendly. One morning I used 
my very limited Russian to ask seven different peo- 
ple for directions. Four stalked right past me. Three 
shrugged and made no answer. 

I think the Russians have believed the years of 
anti-American propaganda. It’s true there are no 
more posters attacking the U.S. But you don’t yet 
see any posters correcting the old propaganda. 


We Americans pride ourselves on our sense 
of humor. I think the Russians come about 
as close to us as any foreigners. The first 
thing Malenkov asked me when we had our first in- 
terview was “How do you like Moscow?” I told him 
I couldn’t say because I hadn’t yet seen the Metro, 
Lenin Museum, Kremlin, or Moscow’s famous pup- 
peteers—and that unless my visa was extended, | 
wouldn’t see them. “In that case,” he said, “your 
visa must be extended, or the puppets will say the 
Minister of Power prevented you from seeing them.” 

After a week in Moscow, I realized I had seen no 
dogs. So I asked Gleb about it and he said with a 
straight face, “Mr. Fisher, did no one tell you that in 
the summer all our dogs have gone away to the sea- 
shore?” 

Gleb Kosov asked me to describe a martini. After- 
wards, he said, “Now I understand what I read one 
time. It said “This martini is as dry as a cable from 
Moscow.” Yaas, that is good.”

RUSSIAN TRUCKS carried less than 4% of the freight 
moved last year, according to the official govern- 
ment fact book. Considering the poor quality of the 
roads, this is not surprising. And it’s no indication 
of indifference to the possibilities in trucking. The 
first Russian truck was made in 1924. Last year, the 
Soviets say, factories produced 329,000. The late 
models are displayed with pride. Those below are on 
public exhibition in Moscow. 


SPECIFICATION DATA on the new models are prominently dis- 
played. The figures given on the chart above cover weights, 
power, fuel consumption and piston displacement. The truck de- 
scribed, a “Gaz-51A” is obviously a. . .

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Tele-Cheating Can 
Bring Severe Action 


ALTHOUGH telephone officials say 
only a very small number of calls 
are involved, they point out that 
drastic results can follow for com- 
panies that use codes to avoid 
payment on long distance calls. 

Many ingenious devices are 
used, such as: on a person-to-per- 
son call, a truck driver calls his 
home office in Chicago from 
Omaha and asks for Mr. Johnson. 
The one who answers the phone 
says “He’s not in today but he'll 
be in Wichita tomorrow.” 


The code cheats... 

. the telephone company this 
way: Without paying anything, 
the driver tells the main office he’s 
completed his stops in Omaha and 
the office tells him his next stop is 
in Wichita. 

According to the telephone com- 
pany people, only in a very small 
number of calls, is there even a 
question about the misuse of tele- 
phone facilities. 

One official said less than two 
of every 100 incomplete long dis- 
tance calls are suspicious. And less 
than half that number turns out to 
be a deliberate attempt to cheat. 


The company checks... 
. . . by looking over its records. 
All calls, complete and incomplete 
are listed for each number. 

In 1955, the N.Y. Telephone Co. 
checked 16,000 calls in its search 
for Tele-cheaters. 

When the suspicious calls reach 
a certain number for the month, 
an official of the telephone com- 
pany visits the offending concern 
and points out the law. 

The wording varies but the 
meaning is roughly the same. 


And the law decrees... 

. that the telephone company 
reserves the right to discontinue 
or refuse service because of abuse 
or fraudulent use of service. Abuse 
or fraudulent use includes the use 
of the services or facilities of the 
telephone company to transmit a 
message or locate a person or 
otherwise give or obtain informa- 
tion without a toll charge.

Service life of filter will be shortened by oil vapor, together 
with road splash and dust.

WHY ARE SOME FLEET OWNERS switching to the dry- 
type air filter? They give several reasons—and first 
on the list is that it does a better job of filtering the 
air that goes into the automotive engine. This, of 
course, reduces wear on the engine and helps to 
cut maintenance costs. 

Another reason is ease of location. The filter can 
be made in almost any practical shape, such as the 
mushroom type that fits down around the carburetor 
and permits the low hood design. It can be tilted, 
placed on its side, or put in almost any position. 
This is impossible with an oil-bath unit, which must 


be mounted erect in order to retain the oil in the 
reservoir. 

A third reason is that the dry-type unit always 
assures air filtration, as long as the engine is run- 
ning. What’s more, it lets you know when filtering 
action stops. If it’s not serviced, it eventually gets 
plugged up and stalls the engine. On the other hand, 
if the oil-bath filter is not serviced, it simply gets 
to the point where it does no filtering at all. 

A fourth reason is ease of service—if the element 
is just dusty it can be cleaned in a few minutes with 


compressed air. 


How the dry-type filter compares with the oil bath 


A description of both types, together with an ex- 
planation of how they operate seems like a good 
starting point for a comparison. 

Essentially, the dry-type filter consists of a con- 
tainer which includes a resin-treated paper strainer. 
The strainer is usually accordion-pleated, to in- 
crease the surface area. 

At present two types of paper are used for the 
strainer—one very fine, the other coarser. The finer 
type naturally catches or filters smaller particles of 
dirt out of the incoming air. So, although it does a 
better job of cleaning, it will obviously plug up 
sooner, and therefore have a shorter service life. 

The important thing to remember is that we are 
talking of dirt particles as small as 39 millionths of 
an inch. Therefore the job of specifying the paper 
is a job for specialists—not the fleet operator. 

Now let’s take a look at the oil-bath type filter. 
Very little of its cleaning is done by straining, al- 
though some of the coarser dust particles may be 
trapped in the steel wool-like wire mesh. The real 
cleaning is done by a combination of a quick change 
of air direction and an oil reservoir. The dirt, which 
is suspended in the air, does not change its direction 
as quickly as the air and it is trapped by the oil. 

Efficiency of the oil filter depends on velocity of 
the air passing over the oil. Air velocity in turn de- 
pends on engine speed. Efficiency is also affected by 
temperature changes, which affect viscosity of the 
oil in the reservoir. 

Efficiency of the dry-type filter is 98% or better. 
\ well designed oil filter ranges in efficiency from 
91 to 98%. A comparafive laboratory report pulled 
at random showed these results: oil-bath filter 
95.89% ; dry-type, 99.7%. 

Percentagewise, this gap may not seem signifi- 
cant, but let’s translate it into figures. If 1200 grams 
of dust were fed to each filter under test conditions, 
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it would mean the difference between 51144 grams 
and 3% grams of dust. 

Air filter efficiency is determined by well-estab- 
lished SAE procedures that specify all conditions, 
including type and quality of dust. 

Percentage figures are computed by taking weight 
of the dust contained by the filter, then dividing 
by sum of the weight of dust retained and dust 
that is passed by the filter.

filter collects a cake of dirt that increases the air 
restriction. So, as a margin of safety, manufacturers 
recommend that, for ordinary highway use, the filter 
handle 33% above the engine’s maximum air re- 
quirements. In real dirty jobs, such as quarrying 
and mining, they recommend 100% additional ca- 
pacity. Since this filter dces not depend on velocity, 
there is no penalty for installing too large a filter. 
You may pay more in first cost but you'll probably 
get this all back in longer service intervals. 

In switching from oil-bath to dry filter, you don’t 
have to change the location. On light trucks where 
filter is directly over the carburetor air horn there’s 
little reason to change. 

On big trucks the placement is worth study. You 
don’t want to put the filter where it will pick up 
too much dirt. If you do, you are simply over- 
loading the filter and shortening its service life. 

Dust paths may be detected by watching a truck 
in operation in dusty terrain. As a general rule, the 
intake should be kept away from large flat surfaces. 
They’re apt to collect dust. 

Crankcase vapors and exhaust soot are especially 
hard on the dry-type filter. The filter must be placed 
away from them if it is to perform satisfactorily. 

In big trucks it is often most convenient to place 
the filter in one location and run an induction pipe 
to it. The advantage is of course, to take in air at 


a clean location and have the filter where it can be 
mounted securely and where it will be convenient 
for service. 

On direct carburetor mountings the dry filter 
fits over the carburetor air horn. Here the only 
problem is to get a filter of correct capacity. Where 
the filter is remote from the carburetor, or in the 
case of a diesel, the size of connecting hose is 
governed by the size of the opening at the car- 
buretor or manifold. The hose that runs from the 
air filter to the air intake must be at least the same 
size. If the hose is 10 ft. or longer the diameter 
should be increased by 1 in. If there are three ells 
in the line the diameter of the hose should be in- 
creased another inch. 

You cannot expect any air filter to keep the in- 
coming air clean if there are leaks in the induction 
system. All air going into the engine must pass 
through the filter. 

In building an induction system all sharp bends 
should be avoided. Hose must be of the reinforced 
rubber type because pressure drop of the induction 
system can collapse a standard-type hose. 

Pressure drop should be measured if a different 
type filter is being installed. The measurement is in 
inches of water. A gasoline engine will tolerate 
8 to 10 in. drop in pressure in the induction system; 
a diesel, 20 to 30 in. with or without filter. 


Maintenance of the dry-type filter is quite simple 


The dry-type filter was originally conceived as a 
razor blade deal—that is the filter element was to 
be discarded when dirty. Fleet operators however 
had different ideas. They set about finding a way 
to clean the element as a part of PM inspection 
operations. If the filter element is loaded with dust 
but is not coated with exhaust soot or oil vapor, 
it can be cleaned by simply placing a compressed 
air hose inside the element and blowing the dirt 
off the outside of the element. Some operators 
have made revolving cleaners. These cleaners serve 
two functions: they keep the element the proper 
distance from the air jet, and provide uniform 
cleaning all around. 

If the element is coated with oil or soot it should 
be washed. This is done by sealing top and bottom 
of the element, dunking it in a solution of hot 
water and about one pound of household detergent. 
After a 15-minute soaking, air can be introduced 
into the element by means of a tube through the 
sealing plate for agitation. The element should be 
dried before using. 

The intervals between dry filter cleanings should 
be set as accurately as possible. Some operators 
depend upon their own judgment and the manu- 


facturers recommendations—but operating condi- 
tions can make a big difference in the length of 
service periods. 

At present one manufacturer is considering pro- 
duction of a diaphragm and micro-switch arrange- 
ment for permanent mounting on the vehicle which 
will light a light or sound a buzzer on the instru- 
ment panel when the restriction reaches a pre- 
determined value. This is of course the most precise 
way to determine cleaning periods. 

However, on smaller vehicles fleet operators may 
not want to add the cost of this gadget to the cost 
of the vehicle. Here are two other methods that 
are open to the fleet operator who wants to get an 
accurate reading in order to make the air filter 
perform as it should without over-maintaining. 

He can hook up the manometer at regular inter- 
vals on a few test vehicles, and from this sampling 
he can apply the findings to the rest of the fleet. 

Or he can check the exhaust with a combustion 
analyzer and determine when the mixture starts 
to get rich. There are other reasons for a mixture 
becoming rich, but under controlled conditions this 
should be a pretty good indication that the filter is 
restricting the air flow.

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Cut Truck Radio Interference 


The ATA has devised a new policy 
to reduce interference on channels as- 
signed to mobile radio use by trucks. 

Under the plan of the ATA’s Com- 
munications Committee, five frequen- 
cies of the motor carriers’ channels 
will be reserved for mobile units. 

The frequencies to be designated as 
mobile only are: 43.98, 44.02, 44.06, 
14.10, and 44.14 megacycles. 

The Communications Committee 
will no longer recommend base sta- 


tion units for assignment on these 
five frequencies. Committee recom- 
mendations are generally needed be- 
fore FCC authorizations are issued. 
The new policy should cut down in- 
terference with mobile units by base- 
to-base stations in terminals. 

Base stations operating in the five 
frequencies will not be discontinued, 
but attempts will be made to have 
them use other frequencies in the fu- 
ture.

. and higher-priced models. That’s what you’d 
spot by comparing results of FLEET OWNER’s recent 
passenger-car.survey with those of a similar survey 
made in 1953. 

For instance: This year, fleets say they keep cars 
an average of 3.8 years before turning them in; in 
1953, average turn-in time was 4 years. In the latest 
survey, 58% of the fleets queried preferred four- 
door models to two-door models; the 1953 score was 
53% for four-door models. 

The recent poll covered 623 fleets operating 243,- 
000 vehicles of all types and 72,457 passenger cars. 
Of the fleets surveyed, 89% own at least one pas- 
senger car. 


Bucking the trends to faster trade-ins and higher- 
priced models are the biggest fleet users of passenger 
cars—-public utilities. Roughly 25% of their vehicles 
are passenger cars. They keep their cars 5.4 years— 
far longer than the over-all average. And they lean 
more heavily toward six-cylinder cars, standard 
transmissions, two-door and standard models. 


Six-cylinder cars are the choice of 86% of the 
public utility fleets, but only 65% of the fleets prefer 
sixes to eights. And, whereas the majority of all 
fleets buy four-door models, public utilities still vote 
56% for two-doors. 


Standard models are favored by 63% of the pub- 
lic utility fleets, the so-called middle-line by 33%, 
and deluxe models by only 4%. That’s quite a con- 
trast with these over-all fleet preferences: standard 
models, 41% ; middle line, 44% ; and deluxe models, 
15%. 


Standard transmissions, now taking second place 
to automatics on an all-fleet basis, are still a strong 
favorite with public utilities. The over-all survey 
score was 43% for standard transmissions, 45% for 
automatics, and 12% for over-drive. But 70% of 
public utility fleets stick with standard transmis- 
sions, while 26% prefer automatics, and 4% like 
overdrive.

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Don't Under-Rate Air Freight— 
It's a Fast-Growing Business 


Sure, planes are now carrying only 0.3% of all intercity 
freight, but every year they're grabbing a larger slice 
of this tonnage. Last year air freight ton-miles rose 
22.5°%,. In the same period, truck ton-miles rose 11.5% 


“Go right ahead Sonny. Get into 
the freight business if you want 
to.” That, truckers were reminded 
recently, is what railroads told 
them 30 years ago. The reminder 
came from an airline official, who 
remarked: “We're being patted 
on the head now as you were then.” 

The airline official was John R. 
Pogue, who made this prediction 
at a meeting of the Truck Trailer 
Manufacturers Association: “/n 
the future helicopters will carry 
your trailers over congested traf- 
fic areas to the rooftops of con- 
signees.” 

Planes such as the C-130, said 
Pogue, are now reserved for the 
military, but they'll eventually be- 
come commercially available, and 
theyll carry 30,000 lb at 4 cents 
a mile. Reduced to the 100-lb rate 
between Chicago and Atlanta this 
would come to about $1.00. Com- 
parable motor freight rate is $3.57. 


However, not all airline execu- 
tives are so optimistic. John C. 
Emery, president of Air Freight 
Corp., has this to say: “Air freight 
has been, is, and will be a rela- 
tively expensive form of transpor- 
tation. Nowhere in the foreseeable 
future is there a prospect for air- 
freight rates competitive with rail 
and motor-carrier rates.” 

One thing is certain. The air- 
freight industry has come a long 
way since 750 air freight concerns 
mushroomed after World War II. 
Last year the volume of air cargo 
jumped to 1%-billion ton-miles— 
more than 20% over the volume 
for 1954. 

Will this trend continue until 
air cargo becomes a real threat to 
truckers? Or is there a limit to 
the amount and type of freight air- 
lines can handle? Here are the 
pro-and-con factors to help you 
answer these questions. 


Why the picture looks good for airlines 


Pointing to continued fast 
growth of airlines are a number 
of recent developments, and cer- 
tain advantages that are inherrent 
in air freight. 


New planes, with lower operat- 
ing cost. Until recently airlines 
have used C-54’s and C-46’s for 
hauling. These have a direct op- 
erating cost of 12 cents a ton-mile. 


The new Douglas DC-6A almost 
cuts that cost in two; and, when 
commercially available, the Air 
Force’s V-133A will cut the cost 
to 4 cents a ton-mile. 


Decreasing air rates while other 
transportation rates are increasing. 
Right now, air rates are as low as 
18 cents a ton-mile. Ten years ago 
they were about 30 cents. 


Swing to air freight by certain 
commodities. These include auto 
parts and accessories, machines 
and machine parts, electrical and 
electronic equipment, wearing ap- 
parel, flowers and printed matter. 


CAB actions that have stepped 
up competition. The Civil Aero- 
nautics Board is granting more 
operating certificates, extending 
the right to carry air express and 
allowing a one-year test of de- 
ferred freight service. 


New services, such as deferred 
air freight. Though the airlines 
people won't say so, it’s obvious 
that deferred freight is designed 
to take competition from rail ex- 
press. Airlines say they can move 
a 100-lb package from New York 
to Los Angeles for $17.43. Rail 
express for the same shipment 
would cost about $18.40. 


Less crating—in many cases no 
erating at all. Example: the manu- 
facturer of a 400-lb optical printer 
for the motion picture industry 
saves $116.61 on each shipment 
by air freight. If he used rail ex- 
press, his crating costs would come 
$150. And, in addition, he’d have 
to pay shipping charges on a crate 
weighing 150 lb. 


Less intermediate handling. It’s 
not unusual for one plane to cover 
the distance between eastern and 
far western points. This gives air- 
lines a substantial saving on labor 
costs. And, there’s less chance for 
pilferage because of less handling 
in warehouses. 


Faster delivery. Take the exam- 
ple of the motion picture printer. 
It rents for $100 a week. Obvi- 


ously, the less time it spends trav-

Miller Petroleum with home offices in Jackson, 
Mississippi, was one of the first fleets in the South 
to equip with tubeless truck tires.

Types. At present there are 5 types 
or classifications of air cargo.

All-cargo lines handled 28% of 
all air freight in 1954 and 31% 
last year. Because of size or other 
characteristics, 6% of all air 
freight must travel on planes spe- 
cially designed for freight. 

Irregular carriers handle about 
one-fifth the total air-freight vol- 
ume. 

2. Air parcel post and air mail. 
Last year, it made up 86 million 
ton-miles of the 500-million total 
for all types of air cargo. Airlines 
are now hauling surface mail as 
well as air mail. 

3. Air Express. Fifty million ton- 
miles in 1955. 

4. Deferred air freight. Fills 
empty cargo space on scheduled 
flights.

In fact, airline 
must hold cargo at destination in 
order not to compete with regular 
air freight. System is competitive 
with rail express. 

5. Consolidated shipments. Han- 
dled by air freight forwarders 
who pick up small shipments, com- 
bine them into volume lots.

Fast Put-Outs Will 
Cut Fire Damage > 


e Octoser 7 through 13 is Fire Pre- 
vention Week. At this time, all of 
us are called upon to be particu- 
larly vigilant. For the man in the 
teucking industry, it means giving 
attention to some problems unique 


in his field. 


Truck fires can be unusually difficult 
to handle and quite dangerous. 
Your drivers should be well trained 
in what to do. Here, in order, are 
the main points at which fire hits: 
(1) fuel tanks, (2) under hood 
and around engine, (3) cargo 
space, (4) in and around cab, (5) 
tires, (6) wiring—lights and ac- 
cessories, (7) fuel lines, (8) 
brakes, and (9) batteries. 


First step in case of a fire is to 
call the fire department. If a fire 
takes place on the road, the driver 
should try to get someone else to 
call in for him. He should stay 
with the truck to fight the flames. 
The best way to attack the blaze 
is upwind. It’s safer and the driver 
will have a clear view of what’s 


happening. 
Extinguisher should be applied 


through the vents for fires under 
the hood. The hood should be 


raised only if there are no vents. 


Tire fires can be a particular prob- 
lem. If possible, the tire should be 
removed. The big danger is that 
tire fires often reflash after they 
are apparently out. Unless water 
is available, the extinguisher should 
be used to knock down the flames 
in order to remove the tire. Direct 
the stream from the extinguisher 
at the base of the flames so the 
vapors may form at the seat of 


the fire. 


The right extinguisher is not al- 
ways the handiest. But it is ex- 
tremely important that you use the 
one suited to the type fire. The 
perforated page opposite shows 
you which extinguisher to use.

Hernia — It's Common But You 
Can't Afford to Ignore It 


EVER FEEL A SUDDEN SHARP PAIN in 
your groin when you lifted some- 
thing heavy? And, did you reach 
down and feel an unfamiliar bulg- 
ing mass there. If this happened 
to you, you probably know you 
have an inguinal hernia. And you 
probably believed that the cause of 


your hernia was the heavy lifting. 

By definition, a hernia is a loop 
or knuckle of a body organ or tis- 
sue that protrudes into an opening 
in the cavity that normally con- 
tains the tissue or organ. This 
opening can be a natural one, or 
it can be caused accidentally. 


Lifting is often not the direct cause... 


... of a hernia, Actually, repeated 
strains gradually weaken the tis- 
sues and the opening increases. 
Some people are born with weak 
tissue structures around their body 
openings. Operations may heal im- 
properly, so that an opening (nat- 
ural or artifical) will enlarge and 
become what’s called a rupture. 
Eventually, the opening is large 


enough to let the tissue or organ 
behind it come through. 

Acute ruptures are rare. The im- 
mediate injury may be the final 
amount of stress needed to cause 
the opening to become large 
enough for the hernia to occur. 
Many people have hernias of which 
they are unaware—until they have 
a physical examination. 


There may be moderate pain at first... 


. which will disappear after a 
few days. Then only a vague dis- 
comfort remains at the rupture 
site. The bulging is not always 
present. In many cases, the tissue 
or organ slips in and out of the 
opening. It is only when it stays 
out and cannot be put back that it 
becomes really dangerous, because 
it is then that serious damage can 


be done to the protruding organ. 
When a herniated tissue or or- 
gan gets caught outside of its open- 
ing it sometimes becomes pinched 
or strangulated. After several 
hours the strangulated part dies 
from lack of circulation. This is a 
dangerous situation and calls for 
emergency surgery. There is usu- 
ally severe pain and weakness. 


A hernia can occur in many places... 


. in the body. The commonest 
area is the abdomen and the most 
common of all hernias is situated 
in the groin. 

On each side of the groin is a 
natural opening into the abdomen, 
through which pass structures go- 
ing to the external genital parts. 
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Frequently, either or both of these 
openings is large enough to allow 
a loop of intestine to protrude. 
These openings were probably 
weak at birth. Sometimes a disease 
weakens the tissues, letting the 
openings become oversized. The

Hernias are discovered by feeling 
the protruding mass. They are sus- 
pected by the examining physi- 
cian when he discovers an enlarged 
or weakened abdominal opening. 
A physical examination usually in- 
cludes testing the abdominal rings 
in the groin. When your doctor 
asks you to cough during an ex- 
amination, he is checking to see 
if a bulge is present. 


There is only one way to correct a 
hernia—the size of the opening 
must be surgically closed or re- 
duced. The operation itself is rela- 
tively simple. The results are mar- 
velous. In four to eight weeks the 
patient can be back on the job as 
good as new. 


A truss must be considered if sur- 
gery is not performed. This is a 
tight, belt-like apparatus which is 
fitted over the opening to keep the 
tissue or organ from slipping out. 
Elastic belt supports are of value 
only in upper abdominal hernias. 
Other methods of treatment have 
been suggested, but none has 
proved to be of lasting value. 


When a sudden, sharp pain hits 
you in your groin and you feel 
that bulging mass, consult your 
physician. Have arrangements 
made to correct it. You'll get your- 
self a good rest plus a strong ab- 
domen. Don’t wear a truss unless 
you have to do so. They’re a nui- 
sance.

FLEET rote Tapes ere epet a eeaheatiye oy) saturate gadhens sae 
ince there are about 72 standard colors, there’s not much chance of repeating 
OWNER in most companies. 


Colored pencils are also good if you are worried about your writing being 
changed. So are indelible pencils, of course. (Incidentally, forget the myth 
that indelible leads are poisonous. If you put one in your mouth, your tongue 
will take on a purple hue. The lead is slightly antiseptic.) 


For youngsters going off to school for the first time, get an over-size pencil. 
It can be gripped more easily, has softer lead for less pressure. 


Property owners should occasionally remind themselves of both their limita- 
tions and rights in the use of their property. Keeping the basic points in mind 
cannot only help avoid trouble; it can minimize the possible risk of losing 
money. 


Best-known limitations are local laws, ordinances, and zoning regulations. 
These vary widely, so make sure you keep up with changes for your community. 


You may forget restrictive covenants in your deed—such as having agreed 
not to convert your residence into a two-family house. You can be sued if 
you violate this agreement. Moreover, a court injunction can be obtained to 
prevent you from doing it. 


But note this: The U. S. Supreme Court has taken the teeth out of any 
restriction prohibiting you from selling to members of a certain race, religion 
or sect. It cannot be enforced by a court, so you can’t be sued for “violating” 
such provisions. 


Other people may have rights, or “easements,” on land you buy. For 
example: Your neighbor may have the right to pass over part of your 
property, or to build a driveway on the edge of it. You cannot interfere with 
that right. 


Before you make any major change in the structure of your house, be sure 
to look at your mortgage agreement. It may require that you get the mort- 
gagee’s permission before you go ahead. 


Don't overlook what are known as “common-law rules.” These say that 
you must use your property in a way that doesn’t harm your neighbor or 
people who come in contact with it. 


Just as important as restrictions are the property owner’s legal rights to pro- 
tection from others. They boil down to two main interferences by others: (1) 
trespasses, and (2) nuisances. 


A trespass is any unauthorized entry on your land. This means not only 
people walking on it, but flooding it, throwing objects or piling dirt or garbage 
on it, hanging wires over it, tunneling under it, flying planes too low over it.

A nuisance, on the other hand, applies to less direct actions that are 
substantial and unreasonable interferences with your use and enjoyment of 
your property. Some examples: blasting, loud noises, barking of a dog nearby, 
keeping of vicious animals by neighbors, foul odors, or smoke. Note that 
these do not necessarily affect your property. 


If you suffer a trespass or a nuisance, don’t try to remedy it yourself; you 
might overstep your rights, and thus incur an expensive court suit. Proper 
move is to take the matter up with your attorney. 


In the case of a trespass, your attorney may institute a court action to recover 
damages for any injury done to your property. You might collect even though 
the trespasser (1) entered your property by mistake, or (2) acted without 
negligence. (The second point is important. Unlike cases of damage done 
to other kinds of property, you don’t have to go through the difficult job of 
proving negligence. ) 


If a trespasser continues to use your property after you have warned him to 
stop, you may get a court injunction to make him stop. 


You can also get an injunction to stop a nuisance—even when the nuisance 
creates only a potential danger to your property. In addition, you may collect 
damages for any injury to your property from the nuisance. 


But you cannot take action against ordinary disturbances that are part of 
everyday life. In hearing your complaint, the court also considers your 
neighbor’s right to use and enjoy his property. Thus you can’t expect relief 
if a neighbor’s unsightly house happens to annoy you, or you get an unpleasant 
whiff of smoke from his bonfire.

Heavy-Truck Exports Jump 


The overseas dernand for heavy 
trucks marked “Made in USA” is al- 
most 100% above that of last year 
according to the Automobile Manu- 
facturers Association. 

For the first six months of 1956, 
5129 trucks in the 13-ton-plus cate- 
gory were exported. Last year, 2698 
were exported in the same period. 

Export of trucks in the 19,500 Ib. 
to 26,000 lb. class advanced 60%. 
Almost 5000 were exported in the first 


half of 1956. The number of lighter 
trucks exported has not significantly 
increased. Total exports of U.S. 
trucks amounted to 108,761 in the 
first half of this year as against 99,- 
349 in the first six months of 1955. 

Why the big increase in heavy 
truck exports? Businessmen attribute 
it to accelerated business activity and 
construction in recent months, espe- 
cially in Argentina and other South 
American countries.

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A memo to fleet owners on: 


Passenger Car Operation 


FOUR BASIC PASSENGER CARs will get the spotlight 
in Ford’s 1957 model year—the Custom and Custom 
300, and their heavier running mates, the Fairlane 
and Fairlane 500. A station wagon will round out 
the new line. The Custom 300—four-door, six- 
cylinder sedan—will probably rate the most in- 
terest from fleet men. It’s Ford’s entry in the mid- 
dle-line class, top source of fleet purchases, accord- 
ing to FLEET OWNER’s survey on passenger cars (see 
page 108 this issue). 


The long and low-down look has been carried 
even further in Ford’s 57 models. The Custom and 
Custom 300 have lost 3.3 in. in height, picked up 
3.1 in. in length. Both the Fairlanes have dropped 
4.3 in. and stretched 9.2 in. Wheelbase for the 
Customs is 116 in.; for the Fairlanes, 118 in. For 
the fleet operator interested in deluxes, the Fair- 
lanes’ added length could point to some tricky 
storage problems. 

Hoods and trunk covers are lower, too, and the 
head-on view has been altered by a new grille. 
One note worthy and interesting change: The hoods 
on these 57 Fords are hinged over the grille, open- 
ing from in front of the windshield. High-finned 
rear fenders hold the tail and directional lights, in 
addition to serving as ornaments. 

Disappearance of chrome trim, so freely pre- 
dicted during the year, didn’t materialize. There’s 
still plenty of chrome around for those who like 
it—it just looks different. 


Getting closer to the ground naturally called 
for some changes in chassis and accessories. To cut 
hood height, resin-treated paper air filters have been 
used. These can be mushroomed down around the 
carburetor. Of course, that’s not the only reason 
for the new filters. Take a look at p 92 for 
some others. 

The drive shaft has been lowered by offsetting 
the rear axle hypoid gearing further than in the 


past. Frames are bowed out in the middle so the 
body can nestle lower. Four-leaf rear springs are 
outboard of the frame at the front—this, too, re- 
duces height. 


There are four engines—a six-cylinder and three 
V-8’s. The six—available in the Customs, optional 
in others—has the same bore (3.62) and stroke 
(3.60) as last year’s, giving 223 cu. in. displace- 
ment. The compression ratio has been upped slightly 
to 8.61:1. Standard V-8 in the Custom has a bore 
of 3.62 and a 3.3-in. stroke. 

A second V-8, with a bore of 3.75 in. and a stroke 
of 3.3 in., displaces 292 cu. in. This is the power- 
plant for Fairlanes. Compression ratio is 9.1:1. 
There’s a 16% increase on the intake valve and a 
new camshaft but don’t look for figures on increased 
hp. That’s not being talked up this year. No ratings 
have been announced at press time. 

A high-performance V-8 (said to be the only Ford 
engine calling for premium fuel) is optional in any 
of the new models. Compression ratio is 9.7:1; bore, 
3.80 in.; stroke, 3.44; and piston displacement, 312 
cu. in. 


Significant changes include a 3-gal. boost in gas- 
oline capacity—the new tank holds 20 gal. Wind- 
shield wipers are mounted in the engine compart- 
ment. Front brake anchors are on the spindles 
rather than the backing plate and the ballsocket 
front-suspension assembly is now replaceable only 
as a unit. Another unit replacement item is the 
screw-in oil filter on all the engines. 


Quick color changes are in the offing if some 
skullduggery now underway in the labs ever pays 
off. The gimmick is photosensitive-pigment paint. The 
cars would come off the production line in a neutral 
white. By spraying them with an electromagnetic 
radiation gun, the dealer could make them any color 
or combination he wanted. In the same way, the 
colors could be changed anytime the customer 
wanted. No washing either—just drive the car 
through an electrostatic or supersonic energy field 
and the dust and dirt would fly off, quickly and 
completely. 

For the man who’s not willing to wait, two manu- 
facturers have brought out some new superquick 
drying automotive lacquers. Both claim you can 
put on several coats in one continuous process. 
Drying times as short as 20 minutes they say. Then 
you're ready for the road, bright and shiny. 
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Perfection’s all-aluminum body, model At-54 
above, weighs only 2300 pounds. The same body 
in steel weighs 2000 pounds more. This weight 
savings of 2000 pounds means one ton additional 
net payload . . . for every load you carry. Each 
load carries more “profit pounds” fewer ‘‘dead 
pounds”. Not only do you make more profit 
on every trip but operating and maintenance 
costs are reduced. These lighter aluminum 
trucks are easier on engine, brakes and tires. 


All-aluminum bodies are also strong, rustproof, 
economical. They are low in initial cost and 
maintenance cost; require no painting; and 
stand up under severe service for many years.
